‘‘(10) GLOBAL HEALTH SECURITY.—Assessing 4

current or potential health security threats from 5

abroad to inform domestic public health prepared-6

ness and response capabilities.’’. 7

(b) EXCEPTION RELATING TO APPLICATION OF CER-5

TAIN REQUIREMENTS.— 6

(1) IN GENERAL.—Section 319C–1(g) of the 7

Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 247d–3a(g)) is 8

amended— 9

(A) in paragraph (5)— 10

(i) by striking ‘‘Beginning with fiscal 11

year 2009’’ and inserting ‘‘Beginning with 12

fiscal year 2019’’; 13

(A) by striking ‘‘partnership consisting of’’ 9

and inserting ‘‘coalition that includes’’; 10

(B) in clause (ii), by striking ‘‘; and’’ and 11

inserting a semicolon; and 12

(C) by adding at the end the following: 13

‘‘(iv) one or more emergency medical serv-14

ice organizations or emergency management or-15

ganizations; and’’; 16

(3) in subsection (d)— 17

(A) in paragraph (1)(B), by striking ‘‘part-18

nership’’ each place it appears and inserting 19

graph (3) (subject to the authority of the Secretary to 20

make awards pursuant to paragraphs (4) and (5)).’’. 21

(e) PARTNERSHIP FOR STATE AND REGIONAL HOS-22

PITAL PREPAREDNESS AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIA-23

propriated $385,000,000 for each of fiscal years 8

2019 through 2023. 9

‘‘(B) RESERVATION OF AMOUNTS FOR RE-10

GIONAL SYSTEMS.— 11

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Subject to clause 12

(ii), of the amount appropriated under sub-13

paragraph (A) for a fiscal year, the Sec-14

retary may reserve up to 5 percent for the 15

purpose of carrying out section 319C–3. 16

‘‘(ii) RESERVATION CONTINGENT ON 17

CONTINUED APPROPRIATIONS FOR THIS 18

SECTION.—If for fiscal year 2019 or a sub-19

sequent fiscal year, the amount appro-20

priated under subparagraph (A) is such 21

that, after application of clause (i), the 22

amount remaining for the purpose of car-23

rying out this section would be less than 24

the amount available for such purpose for 25
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the previous fiscal year, the amount that 1

may be reserved under clause (i) shall be 2

reduced such that the amount remaining 3

for the purpose of carrying out this section 4

is not less than the amount available for 5

such purpose for the previous fiscal year. 6

‘‘(iii) SUNSET.—The authority to re-7

serve amounts under clause (i) shall expire 8

on September 30, 2023.’’; 9

(2) in paragraph (2), by striking ‘‘paragraph 10

(1) for a fiscal year’’ and inserting ‘‘paragraph 11

(1)(A) for a fiscal year and not reserved for the pur-12

SEC. 203. REGIONAL HEALTH CARE EMERGENCY PRE-18

PAREDNESS AND RESPONSE SYSTEMS. 19

(a) IN GENERAL.—Part B of title III of the Public 20

Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 243 et seq.) is amended 21

by inserting after section 319C–2 the following: 22
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‘‘SEC. 319C–3. GUIDELINES FOR REGIONAL HEALTH CARE 1

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS AND RESPONSE 2

SYSTEMS. 3

‘‘(a) PURPOSE.—It is the purpose of this section to 4

identify and provide guidelines for regional systems of hos-5

pitals, health care facilities, and other public and private 6

sector entities, with varying levels of capability to treat 7

patients and increase medical surge capacity during, in ad-8

vance of, and immediately following a public health emer-9

gency, including threats posed by one or more chemical, 10

biological, radiological, or nuclear agents, including emerg-11

ing infectious diseases. 12

‘‘(b) GUIDELINES.—The Assistant Secretary for Pre-13

paredness and Response, in consultation with the Director 14

of the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, the Ad-15

ministrator of the Centers for Medicare & Medicaid Serv-16

ices, the Administrator of the Health Resources and Serv-17

ices Administration, the Commissioner of Food and 18

Drugs, the Assistant Secretary for Mental Health and 19

Substance Use, the Assistant Secretary of Labor for Occu-20

pational Safety and Health, the Secretary of Veterans Af-21

fairs, the heads of such other Federal agencies as the Sec-22

retary determines to be appropriate, and State, local, trib-23

al, and territorial public health officials, shall, not later 24

than 2 years after the date of enactment of this section— 25
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‘‘(1) identify and develop a set of guidelines re-1

lating to practices and protocols for all-hazards pub-2

lic health emergency preparedness and response for 3

hospitals and health care facilities to provide appro-4

priate patient care during, in advance of, or imme-5

diately following, a public health emergency, result-6

ing from one or more chemical, biological, radio-7

logical, or nuclear agents, including emerging infec-8

tious diseases (which may include existing practices, 9

such as trauma care and medical surge capacity and 10

capabilities), with respect to— 11

‘‘(A) a regional approach to identifying 12

hospitals and health care facilities based on 13

varying capabilities and capacity to treat pa-14

tients affected by such emergency, including— 15

‘‘(i) the manner in which the system 16

will coordinate with and integrate the part-17

nerships and health care coalitions estab-18

lished under section 319C–2(b); and 19

‘‘(ii) informing and educating appro-20

priate first responders and health care sup-21

ply chain partners of the regional emer-22

gency preparedness and response capabili-23

ties and medical surge capacity of such 24
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hospitals and health care facilities in the 1

community; 2

‘‘(B) physical and technological infrastruc-3

ture, laboratory capacity, staffing, blood supply, 4

and other supply chain needs, taking into ac-5

count resiliency, geographic considerations, and 6

rural considerations; 7

‘‘(C) protocols or best practices for the 8

safety and personal protection of workers who 9

handle human remains and health care workers 10

(including with respect to protective equipment 11

and supplies, waste management processes, and 12

decontamination), sharing of specialized experi-13

ence among the health care workforce, behav-14

ioral health, psychological resilience, and train-15

ing of the workforce, as applicable; 16

‘‘(D) in a manner that allows for disease 17

containment (within the meaning of section 18

2802(b)(2)(B)), coordinated medical triage, 19

treatment, and transportation of patients, based 20

on patient medical need (including patients in 21

rural areas), to the appropriate hospitals or 22

health care facilities within the regional system 23

or, as applicable and appropriate, between sys-24

tems in different States or regions; and 25
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‘‘(E) the needs of children and other at- 1

risk individuals; 2

‘‘(2) make such guidelines available on the 3

internet website of the Department of Health and 4

Human Services in a manner that does not com-5

promise national security; and 6

‘‘(3) update such guidelines as appropriate, in-7

cluding based on input received pursuant to sub-8

sections (c) and (e) and information resulting from 9

applicable reports required under the Pandemic and 10

All-Hazards Preparedness and Advancing Innovation 11

Act of 2018 (including any amendments made by 12

such Act), to address new and emerging public 13

health threats. 14

‘‘(c) CONSIDERATIONS.—In identifying, developing, 15

and updating guidelines under subsection (b), the Assist-16

ant Secretary for Preparedness and Response shall— 17

‘‘(1) include input from hospitals and health 18

care facilities (including health care coalitions under 19

section 319C–2), State, local, tribal, and territorial 20

public health departments, and health care or sub-21

ject matter experts (including experts with relevant 22

expertise in chemical, biological, radiological, or nu-23

clear threats, including emerging infectious dis-24
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eases), as the Assistant Secretary determines appro-1

priate, to meet the goals under section 2802(b)(3); 2

‘‘(2) consult and engage with appropriate 3

health care providers and professionals, including 4

physicians, nurses, first responders, health care fa-5

cilities (including hospitals, primary care clinics, 6

community health centers, mental health facilities, 7

ambulatory care facilities, and dental health facili-8

ties), pharmacies, emergency medical providers, 9

(2) PROTECTION OF NATIONAL SECURITY.— 24

The Secretary shall make such strategy available to 25
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the Committee on Health, Education, Labor, and 1

Pensions of the Senate, the Committee on Energy 2

and Commerce of the House of Representatives, and 3

other congressional committees of jurisdiction, in a 4

manner that does not compromise national security. 5

(b) COORDINATION OF PREPAREDNESS FOR AND RE-6

SPONSE TO ALL-HAZARDS PUBLIC HEALTH EMER-7

Labor, and Pensions of the Senate a formal strategy to 4

reunify with their parent or guardian, if the parent or 5

Beginning on the date of enactment of this Act, the 18

Assistant Secretary for Preparedness and Response and 19

the Assistant Secretary for the Administration on Chil-20

dren and Families shall submit to the Committee on En-21

ergy and Commerce of the House of Representatives and 22

the Committee on Health, Education, Labor, and Pen-23

sions of the Senate weekly reports on the status and wel-24

fare of the children who, as a result of the ‘‘zero toler-25
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ance’’ policy, were separated from their parent or guard-1

ian and are awaiting reunification with their parent or 2

guardian, as well as the number of such children in facili-3

ties funded by the Department of Health and Human 4

Services. 5

SEC. 707. TECHNICAL CORRECTION. 6

Section 801(e)(4)(E)(iii) of the Federal Food, Drug, 7

and Cosmetic Act (21 U.S.C. 381(e)(4)(E)(iii)) is amend-8

ed by striking ‘‘subparagraph’’ both places it appears in 9

subclause (I) and subclause (II) and inserting ‘‘para-10

graph’’. 11

SEC. 708. SAVINGS CLAUSE. 12

Nothing in this Act shall be construed as reducing 13

or limiting the authorities vested in any other Federal 14

agency by any other Federal law. 15
